After two days of often heated 
discussion, the French agreed to 
continue negotiations on the Brit­ 
ish application Jan. 28. 
The interval provides an oppor­ 
tunity for possible American pres­ 
sure on the French to persuade 
them to change their position.

have to be discreet. De Gaulle 
already has shown that he be­ 
lieves Britain’s entry into the com­ 
mon market would tend to trans­ 
form the European group into an 
Atlantic community under Ameri­ 
can leadership.

Hugh Gaitskell, 


Laborite Leader, 
Dies In London 


LONDON 
(AP)—Labor 
party 
leader Hugh Gaitskell, potentially 
Britain’s 
next 
prime 
minister, 
died Friday night just when he 
appeared to be on the threshold 
of a political triumph. 
Gaitskell’s death at 56 cam e in 
the middle of the most serious 
governmental 
crisis 
since 
Suez. 
As 
opposition 
leader 
Gaitskell 
automatically would have become 
prime minister if the Laborites 
won forthcoming elections. 
He died after two week’s ill­ 
ness. A virus infection surround­ 
ing his heart and lungs was com­ 
plicated by a kidney ailment. 
His passing cam e when Prim e 
Minister Harold M acmillan's cab­ 
inet was deeply pessimistic over 
Britain's chances of joining the 
flourishing 
European 
Common 
Market. 
High In Prestige 
Gaitskell had warned Macmil­ 
lan against the Common Market. 
Had he lived, Gaitskell's prestige 
as a national leader would never 
have been higher.

through seven years of factional 
strife, 
the 
enormous 
task 
of 
choosing a successor. Four candi­ 
dates have been mentioned prom ­ 
inently.

of sim ilarly refined touches of 
elegance that say much about the 
personality of the owners.

doesn’t 
scream at you, instead it invites 
you to come inside and relax— 
either in tennis shoes or tux. 
The exterior is a carefully bal­ 
anced blend of stone veneer and 
w’ood cedar hand split shakes. The 
garage is turned so the doors face 
the side allowing the “room treat­ 
m ent” of the windows, as archi­ 
tect M atern describes it, which 
m akes the house look even longer.

House Is As Old 
As Its Arteries 


AP Newsfeatures 
A house, like a person, has its 
age periods, from birth to prime 
to old age. And like man, it has 
its arteries, the little pipes that 
thread their way throughout the 
home. 
Their condition may be determ - I 
ined by the original material of j 
the pipes, their age and upkeep. I 
House pipes often become so rust- 1 
ed that a trickle of water can just I 
barely make it from well to fau­ 
cet. But unlike man who must live 
with his clogged arteries, house j 
pipes may be replaced, giving the 
house a new lease on life. 
A couple of house sellers found 
this out recently, after two years 
of having a house on the m arket, 
reducing the price month after I 
month. They discovered 
people I 
were rejecting it because of the j 
bad plumbing but they didn’t w ant | 
to part with $900 to have new 
pipes put in, always hoping that j 
the new buyer would take on the 
job. After they had lopped some 
$4,500 off the price, they gave in, 
selling the house three weeks af­ 
ter the pipes were replaced — for 
their original asking price. 
Buyers do not always reveal the 
true reason for rejecting a house. 
They don’t reject it when the 
problem may be remedied easily 
for a sum w ithin reason. Women 
want pretty kitchens and closets, 
but often they will be willing to 
take a house when the 
husband 
guarantees that the dream kitchen 
will be installed. 
But pipes are something else 
again. A m an buying 
a 
house 
doesn’t know w hat problems he 
will face when he tries to replace 
old pipes. He won’t mind that 
windows rattle and floor boards 
squeak. He knows these things can 
be fixed. But he doesn’t w ant to 
buy unseen problems, like plum b­ 
ing. 
He knows he can figure the cost 
of replacing the oil burner, the 
pump, the hot w ater heater. But 
he doesn’t w ant to buy any m ys­ 
teries. 
In old houses pipes often were 
installed by homeowners 
them ­ 
selves who replaced them from 
time to time, often in an artery 
that is impossible to figure out, 
especially w ith no plan available. 
When they enlarged their small 
dwellings, the problems increased 
as barriers w ere 
built 
around 
pipes without giving a thought to 
keeping them accessible for re­ 
placement. 
Anyone who plans to sell an old 
house should update the plumbing 
before putting the house on the 
market. You should have a chart 
available showing how the pipes 
have been installed in the house. 
Money invested for new pipes, 
new bathroom end kitchen fix­ 
tures may be the best investm ent 
you can make. 
An old house has charm and 
patina that is the envy of the lit­ 
tle old ranch houses that have 
sprung up around it. But the in­ 
terlopers have something that old 
houses do not have: shiny new in­ 
nards. True, the service man is 
around all the time, and architects 
predict the new house won’t last 
like the old, but when the time 
comes to sell, there won’t be a 
problem. W hile the

house 
nearby can wear a “for sale” sign 
until it rots, the new house has

Hand Tool Use 
Calls For Skill

reliable hand tools, such as the 
hammer, screwdriver, pliers, etc. 
Oddly enough, many persons who 
have become proficient in the use 
of 
electric 
machines

years have no parallel skill in 
the use of hand tools. 
Here are some tips about hand­ 
ling the nonpower equipment in. 
your shop: 
JR 
Use only a wrist movement in 
driving a small nail with a ham -, 
mer, bending the elbow for lar­ 
ger nails and striking hard with 
fuU-arm 
action 
for very large 
nails. 
In 
using a 
chisel, 
keep 
the left hand (if you are right­ 
handed) behind the cutting edge 
at all times. 
, 
Remember that it is easier and 
quicker 
to 
make 
several 
thin 
cuts with a chisel than one thick 
one, 
in addition to insuring a 
more professional result. 
In making a hole in wood with 
an awl, the edge of the tool should 
be pushed into the wood across 
the grain, as there is a possibility 
of splitting the stock if this is 
done along the grain 
On the other hand, the clench­ 
ing of nails into wood should al­ 
ways be along the grain, since 
this adds strength to the fasten­ 
ing. 
In cutting with a hacksaw, be 
sure that the work is held firm-- 
ly in a vise, that the blade is held 
tightly in its fram e and that you 
rem em ber the principle that the 
cutting is done on the forward 
stroke. 
Old screwdrivers can be re­ 
newed by grinding the tips, but 
be certain the grinding is done 
straight across so that the tips 
will fit firm ly into the heads of 
screws. 
Attaching a piece of tem pered 
hardboard to the top of your 
workbench will insure an excel­ 
lent working surface that will re-* 
sist dents and other mars. Screw 
the hardboard into the workbench 
top so that, if necessary, it can 
be removed and replaced at a later 
date, although this is unlikely to 
occur for several years.

CHICAGO (AP)—Some 650 Ro­ 
man Catholic, Protestant and Jew­ 
ish leaders have condemned ra­ 
cial discrimination as "an insult 
to God," and laid plans to trans­ 
late their conviction into grass 
roots action.

drew their far-reaching plans at a 
four-day 
meeting 
which 
ended 
Thursday. 
The meeting, the National Con­ 
ference on Religion and Race, was 
the first national gathering con­ 
vened by all the major faiths of 
the United States. 
At the closing session the gener­ 
al mood was that the time has 
come for churches to back their 
beliefs with acts. 
The delegates voted unanimous­ 
ly to spread their interfaith effort 
by setting up regional conferences 
to meet soon in IO "target cities.” 
They are Chicago, Detroit, San 
Antonio, 
Atlanta, 
Oakland, 
San 
Francisco, St. Louis, Pittsburgh, 
Seattle and New Orleans. 
However, the planners empha­ 
sized their recommendations have 
no binding force on church and 
synagogue leaders back home.

Smith, leader of the Grand 
Marais Chamber, was the princi­ 
pal speaker at the annual dinner 
meeting of the Chamber in Forest 
Inn. 
Pointing out that the number of 
families in his parish had dwin­ 
dled from 87 to 36 in the past few 
years, Fr. Smith said the proposal 
to establish a national lake shore 
on 67,000 acres between Munising 
a n d Grand Marais could boost 
tourism in the area and increase 
employment. 
He stated that a proposed road 
through the lake shore area would 
reduce the driving distance from 
Grand Marais to Munising from 
the present 66 to 37 miles. This, 
Fr. Smith said, would help Mun­ 
ising merchants and would give 
Grand Marais a far shorter route 
in emergency situations. 
Sen. Philip A. Hart (D-Mich.), 
who introduced the Pictured Rocks 
Lakeshore proposal, has agreed to 
proposals for recreational devel­ 
opment in the Grand Marais re­ 
gion of the lakeshore, Fr. Smith 
said. 
David R. Forrest, Cleveland, 
vice president of the Cleveland 
Cliffs Iron Co., said that his com­ 
pany, which owns about 27,000 
acres of land in t h e proposed 
lakeshore area and recently open­ 
ed a $1.5 million sawmill nearby, 
is not opposed to t h e Pictured 
Rocks proposal in principle.” 
“We feel the pictured rocks is 
a unique and beautiful feature of 
this country and that there is a 
way to preserve this area,” For­ 
rest said. “We will cooperate to 
the fullest extent possible to pre­ 
serve this area." 
But he pointed out the proposed 
lakeshore area extends for 37 
miles along the lake, averages 4 
miles in depth and includes the 
best timber in any of Cleveland 
Cliffs Iron Oo’s holdings in the 
Upper Peninsula. CCI drew the 
plans for its new Hartho sawmill 
about five years ago and the blue­ 
prints were completed about a 
\e a r and a half before there was 
any 
mention 
of 
the 
Pictured 
Rocks Lakeshore, Forrest said. 
He added that the Hartho op­ 
eration was based solely on the 
availability of the timber. The 
mill now employs about 50 men 
who otherwise would not be em­ 
ployed in this area, Forrest said. 
He stated that if CCI exchanged 
any lard inside the proposed lake­ 
shore area with the Federal Gov­ 
ernment, the trade would be on- 


a value for value basis, not on an 
acre for acre basis. 
Another member of t h e four 
man panel Dr. Hereford Garland 
of Michigan Tech, vice president 
of Forum on Resources of Upper 
Michigan, said his group has giv­ 
en considerable study to the Pic­ 
tured Rocks Lakeshore proposal. 
FORUM has been generally cred­ 
ited with having been influential 
in the inclusion of provision of a 
shoreline road in Senator Hart’s 
Pictured Rocks Lakeshore bill. 
Kenneth S. Lowe, editor of the 
Marquette Mining Journal, and a 
state 
conservation 
commisioner, 
summarized the difference be­ 
tween the first Pictured Rocks Bill 
of 1961 and the second bill intro­ 
duced last year. He said the latter 
bill was more acceptable to more 
people than the original bill. He 
said objections placed by such 
groups as FORUM, 
the Alger 
County Board of Supervisors, the 
Timber Producers Association and 
ethers brought about the draft­ 
ing of the revised bill in 1962. 
He stated that a third bill will 
probably be introduced within 
the next two or three weeks and 
expressed hope that it might be 
even less restrictive of private 
landholding and private industrial 
enterprise in the area.

Lee Iacocca, general manager 
of Ford Division of Ford Motor Co., 
said the dealer with the best serv­

deals. “Call it what you will, but 
this is the man who’s most alive 
and alert to the times," he said. 
Carl H. Hahn, general manager 
of Volkswagen of America, asked 
the dealers what right they have 
to expect more than a handling 
charge if they deliver automobiles 
which are not in perfect condition. 
“No wonder the public feels it 
might as well go where the price 
is best. What els* is there but 
price?" 
Iacocca lamented that many deal­ 
ers haven’t bothered to keep their 
equipment up to date and there­ 
fore have no right to expect cus­ 
tomers to show up for service.

spawning occurs. These are with­ 
in the jurisdiction of the Tweed 
Forest District of the Ontario De­

These areas are closed on

annual basis to all fishing from 
Nov. 15 to Dec. 31, both dates in­ 
clusive.
